Through inquiry made as to the truth of 
reports I learn that it is circulatcd abroad, 
that the oUI Berlín Charge of the Breth- 
ren church is about dead. This is the 
place and charge where in 1881 the fil»- 
ous Annual Meeting coiumittee did Us 
farcical work with Bishop Holsinger, and 
no doubt many likesaid committee would 
rejoice to hcar that the Berlín Charge had 
disd, hence the reports. What are the 
facis in the case? I will give thcm. and 
that all may know that I MO in a position 
to do so, let me state that for ten years of 
the fourteen I have han pastoral charge. 
In these fourteen years the charge has 
liquidated nearly two Ihousand dollars of 
debts that it inheritrd from the Ger.nan 
Haptist church besides have bmlt three 
new church houses ami made extensive 
repairs on old church properties and se- 
cured a good parsonagc. It is true mi- 
merically we are not much stronger than 
when we first rcorganized and are not 
likely to bccome much stronger numeri- 
cally for by jminigration we gain nothing 
but by emigration we are all the time 
loosing much. The old hive is continual- 
ly swarming, hence you find among the 
active workers in the lirethren church from 
Pennsylvania and Califòrnia snch as have 
al one time called this their church home. 
Death, the grim reaper, has not been idle 
ihese years and has claimed some forty of 
our mcmbers, among thcm some bright 
and shining lights. As pastor in charge, 
I have baptized morè than three score 
myself, this dues not include the scores 
that have been baptized herc by Evangel- 
is» Replogle, Shaver, McKaden and pas- 
tors Holsinger, Cober, kimmel, McFaden 
and Moomaw. At our early summer love- 
feasts recently held, we had crowded 
houses and better still crowded tables, 
morè sa than at any time in the past, ovcr 
these feasts we had a few evening meet- 
ings and at these meetings receíved tnto 
church fellowship twenty-one by baptism, 
two by relation from the G. B's., and 
have several appHcanls that are to be bap- 
tized, in the near fulure. Wfe have tUrce 
regular services every Lord's day, and 
these services are well alLended. We are 
* not tnrning the wnrld npside duwn, nor 
making nmch noise about what we do. 
But our memhers are in love and un i on 
and I think in better shape for aggressive 
work in the Master's vineyard thai at any 
time sínce reorganization. These are the 
facts, judge ye of the irnlhfulness or 
falsehood of the reports.

7R0K PARKBBSBURG. W. VA. 
Home again and find all well, for which 
we thank our Heavenly Father. On the 
6th I left home for Gerra Alta, W. Va., 
whcre we were expected todedicate a new 
church house on the ph. Arrived there 
in the evening and was mel at the depot 
brolher J. M. Freeland and taken to his 
kind and hospitable home, where we 
fonned the acquaintance of his pleasant 
wife and children as well as that of Broth- 
er Freeland, as we had never before 
had the privilegc of meeting. On the 
following Lord's day, the sun shown 
forth in all her splendor and gave 
us the assurance thai we should have a fine 
day for the occasion. The time for the 
service being 10:30 o'clock, we arranged 
and started to the place which is a short 
distance beyond the cemetery and out 
side the lown in a beautiful oak grove, 
and below a very fine mountain spring 
from which they expect to supply the 
baptistry, they con tem pla te putting in, in 
the near future. When we arrived at the 
place we found morè than twice the 
amount of people that could be accom- 
modate by their house which is a beauti- 
ful frame struclure 30 x 40 feet, covered 
with slate. The inside is plaslered and 
papered with beautiful paper, the shjdes 
of colors blendinfí so bcautifnlly, show 
the good taste of lïrother Freeland. To 
add to the appearance of the room it is 
finished in hartl wood finish. They want- 
ed about four hundred and fifty dollars 
to elear the debt against the house. Afler 
we had made an effort to raise it and 
sotnething like one hundred and forty dol- 
lars, half of which Brother Freeland sub- 
scribed himseif, he then said, "You go on 
and dedicate the house. I want the Lord 
lo have it and I will assume the debt and 
pay it." This will give him four hundred 
and over, besides the general superintend- 
ing of the building. Give me all the meni- 
bens of the Itrethren church who are 
equally able with Itrothcr Freeland, and 
let their pocket-books be thus consecrat- 
ed and 1 will build hundreds of houses 
where we so much need them. Their 
house is furnished with aisle and púlpit 
carpet, and a splcndid òrgan. They had 
a fine choir which dispensed beautiful 
miisic for us and did it so chcerfully all 
through the meeting which we continued 
over two Sundays. I hope that you will' 
pardon me for thus publicly thanktng 
them for their service. The servires were 
well attcnded all ihrough- Good interest 
manifested. The immediat* result was 
nine additions, seven of whom had been 
members of the German Baptist's. One 
baptized and one yet to be baptized. 
Thus closed one of the pleasant expen- 
ences of my life and we said farewell and 


started for Creen Co. t Pa. When I ar- 
rived at Big Tree, I Iearned that brother 
Wm. Murray of Aleppo, had been tele- 
graphing to my home and Terra Alta, al- 
so, requesting me to come to their place 
to conduct the funeral services of his dear 
wife who had falled asleep in Chnst, ear- 
ly Mondaymorning, July 14. ' 8 95- She 
requested all her friends not to weep for 
her as she was going to rest with Christ 
and loved ones gone before. Sister Mur- 
ray united with the church a number of 
years ago in a meeting I assisted in con- 
ducting when I was serving that church 
militant and we have no doubt has gone 
to join the church triumphant above. 
Cod bless Brother Murray and family in 
their be rea ve ment and keep them and 
Dring them at last to share with her in our 
Father's home above. We will go in a 
few days to Piltsburg to take charge of 
the church for an indefinite time. My 
friends will notice this change, and ad- 
dress me at Pittsburg, Pa.
